A Factionfl Course. 


There are unmistakable evidences that 


the administration will encounter the oppo- 
sition of what remains of the democratic 
party in its new :poliey towards the seceded 
states.:21 Aftercomplaining ,of the .adminis- 
tration while it y/as_ apparently standing 
still, and ridiculing it as a simple copyist of 
Buchanan's policy, now that a decisive poli- 
cy has been adopted, and an attempt will 
be made to assert the power of the govern- 
raent, the tune is changed and wry faces 
with doleful laments made over the horrors 
of civil war and the precipitancy of Presi- 
dent Lincoln and his administration in inci- 
tiug a collision. They will hold the admin- 
istration as aggressors and responsible for 
the lamentable or ruinous consequences that 
may ensue. All the troubles and losses in 
our currency have been already charged up- 
on the republican partr, uud the same course 
will.be adopted with reference to the move- 
ments instituted by the administration, to 
save the government and protect its be- 
sieged officers and property. 
There will be 


no denunciation of the men who have de- 
fied the power and instituted a war upon 
the Union and the government; but the 
administration and the north will receive 
curses without stint and little regard to 
quality or character. 


The object of this change of conduct is 


apparent.-: ".They hope-to revive the demo; 
cratic party, and attach to it 'such repub- 
licans, as they can" mislead or who are watch- 
ing for a good opportunity "to change, their 
politics.! .relations.- A .reconstruction of 
parties, where ihey can be in no worse con- 
dition than they'are now, and may possibly 
be irra better, is a dearer object to them 
than the preservation of the integrity of the 
Union and the perpetuation of the govern- 
ment. Party, with them, is above Country, 
and Policy higher than Principle. 
Patriot- 


ism is secondary to self-interest, and politi- 
cal power and influence more desirable than 
the public welfare and national reputation, 
at home or abroad. 


We hope we may be mistaken in this es- 


timate of the character and designs of the 
democratic party, and that it may exhibit 
more love of country than love of party ; 
but we must confess that the indications are 
not very hopeful foranything else than a 
vigorous display of its worst characteristics 
an3 essential elements. 


A Beneficial Effect. 


We have believed from the commence- 


ment of our national troubles that a dis- 
creet and wise use of the power of the gov- 
ernment'in maintaining the possession of 
the .forts yet in possession of the govern- 
ment, and .enforcing the collection of the 
revenue, would strengthen the genuine Uni- 
on men in the border states, and develope, 
because it would show the ability to pro- 
tect the true men of the south, the genuine 
Union sentiment in those states. 
With 


these views, we cordially endorse the Chica- 
go Tribune when it says—" The most sa- 
gacious politicians of the country are griev- 
ously mistaken, if a vigorous display of 
material force on the part of the govern- 
ment does not produce a healthful moral 
effect upon the people of the border states. 
The Union men—by Union men wo mean 
those who .are for the Union as it is, with- 
out conditions—are now under" restraint 
which they cannot throw off. They are not 
sure that their loyalty will have proper sup- 
port-^-that after having put forth their best 
efforts for the maintenance of the constitu- 
tion, the federal power will not permit them 
to be trampled ia the dust. They want to 
see physical force behind them; and see' 
ing it, tbey would redouble their exertions. 
While they were gathering new courage 
from a display of manliness and courage in 
others, the madmen who have gone into 
the disunion movement because they could 
do so .with impunity, would be called to a 
halt by the danger which they would see 
looming up before them. 
Given the choice 


of war or obedience to the constitution and 
the laws, and tens of thousands to whom 
republican rule is objectionable, they know 
not why, would begin their search after 
proof, which everywhere exists, that Mr. 
Lincoln and his friends intend them no 
harm.. That found, and the trouble, except 
the cotton states, which are treasonable 
from choice, would be at an end." 


A GOOD MOVEMENT.—We are glad to 


learn that petitions are in circulation in 
Chicago for the removal of John B. Jones, 
the U.'S. marshal for the northern district 
of Illinois. If a tenth-part of what is al- 
leged against him in connection with the 
arrest of the Harris family is true, he is ut- 
terly unworthy of the position he holds. 
The fugitive slave law is bad enough when 
executed with all the decency and humani- 
ty the circumstances will allow, but when 
secrecy, deception and violence are com- 
bined with an arrest, the officer executing 
the writ exhibits better qualifications for 
a plantation overseer than for a respon- 
sible and honorable office in a community 
of freemen. We earnestly hope that the 
circumstances in this case will be investi- 
gated,, and if Jones has conducted the ar- 
rest in the manner charged, he ought to be 
"wiped out" as a nuisance among decent 
men and a disgrace to a republican admin- 
istration. .

to the removal of Jackman & Smith's cor- 
ner building, and to-day we chronicle an- 
other "old settler" in progress of disap- 
pearance. 
Workmen are engaged in tear- 


ing down what has Ions been known as 
" BennettV Head Quarters." 
This build- 


ing was erected by B. H. Bennett in the 
spring of 1845,. and was then regarded as a 
Tery promising indication of the growth of 
the village. 
The work was commenced in 


March and the building completed in May. 
Mr. Hanchett, who was then waiting with a 
company of men to build the upper dam, 
was employed to dig the cellar; J. M. Bur- 
gess and Alfred Dewey had the contract for 
the joiner work. This was the first job of 
work done in Janesville by Burgess, who 
lias since become a public man in various 
capacities, and is now the appointee to the 
post office in the place of which he was one 
of the earliest settlers. It may also be nc- 
ticed, as a passing incident, that two of the 
brothers of Alfred Dewey (Horace and 
Martin) are now engaged in pulling down 
what he helped erect sixteen years ago, and 
One of them (Horace) is half owner of the 
lot and the new building to be constructed 
in place of the old " Quarters." The brick 
used in the old buiHing were the first made 
in Janesville, and were sold to Mr. Bennett 
by Gen. Sheldon who designed them for a 
dwelling for himself. 


The occupants of the " Head Quarters" 


have been somewhat numerous during a 
few years past. 
Mr. Bennett occupied the 


building from May 1845 to October 1851, 
and conducted a large and successful busi- 
ness. He was succeeded by Stevens & Ol- 
der, and then came Rothchild & May, Ira 
P. Ballon, I. Deitsch, McKey & Bro., and 
Plympton & Scarcliff. 


The new building to be put up by Jenk- 


ins & Dewey will be two three-story stores, 
and constructed in a style equal to any in 
the city.
